Brazilian City 
400 Years Old 


Newest commemorative from 
Brazil is a 60c brown and buff 
marking the 400th anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Vi- 
toria, capital of the ‘state of Es- 
piritu Santo. 





In the design is reproduced the 
“Convento da Penha” in which 
the friar Pedro di Palacios had 
constructed a shrine to “Nossa 
Senhora da Penha” (Our Lady of 
Penha). The convent itself is 
quite old and is built atop a cliff, 
a landmark of the city. 

According to Manoel F, da Mot- 
ta, Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, Vitoria 
jg an important seaport for the 
entire state of Espiritu Santo as 
well as fortits neighboring one of 
Minas Gerais. From “next door” 
afine grade of iron ore and other 
minerals are sent overland to Vi- 
toria where they are loaded on 
ships for various countries in- 
cluding the United States and 
Great Britain. 

San- 
to began in 1535 with a group un-

First settlement was Vitoria, 
@ village, founded on the site of 
the present capital. In the suc- 
eeeding years, the small but pic- 
turesque city came to be known 
to Brazilians as “Vila Velha” 
(Old Village). 


Owing to its situation as a sea- 
port, its mild climate and very 
fertile soil the city and state 
prospered rapidly. Colonists of 
German and Italian origin made 
up the bulk of the settlers.

Some people have inquired how 
the Shattuck family came into 
possession of some of these 
stamps since the trial.

In announcing the stamp, the 
Canadian Post Office Department 
stated that on October 26 it 
would release a special commem- 
orative postage stamp to honor 
the visit to Canada of Their Roy- 
al Highnesses, the Princess Eliz- 
abeth, Duchess of Edinburgh, and 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 

The royal couple will be the 
guests of Canada during October 
and will depart for the United 
Kingdom on November 5. 

The postage stamp will be 
large, horizontal in shape, will 
be purple color and will display 
a portrait of each of the royal 
visitors, 

The stamp will be on sale at 
all of the principal Canadian Post 
Offices on the day of issue. Or- 
ders for the stamp, in selected 
mint condition, may now be sent 
to the Philatelic Section, Finan- 
cial Branch, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Ottawa 4, Ont., Canada. 

The order will be filled and re- 
turned at the earliest possible 
date on or after the day of is- 
sue. This special commemorative 
postage stamp will not be over- 
printed to indicate its official use 
by Canadian Government Depart- 
ments. The stamp will be distri- 
buted to post offices in panes of 
50 stamps each. 

All patrons who desire to have 
First Day Covers with the stamp 
specially cancelled on the date 
of issue are required to forward 
self-addressed covers to the Post- 
master, OTTAWA 2, ONTARIO, 
not to the Philatelic Section, prior 
to the day of issue. 

All covers must contain “fill- 
ers” and must be sealed or have 
the flaps turned in. 

Do not fold covers when for- 
warding them through the mails. 
Enclose all covers in an outside 
cover marked “First Day of Is- 


e". 

All will be returned by ordin- 
ary mail unless it is specifically 
requested that they be returned 
by registered or airmail. 

In addition to the cost of post- 
age required to be affixed at or- 
dinary, airmail or registered mail 
rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money 
to pay the Department’s cover 
service fee amounting to 5c for 
each cover returned by ordinary 
mail and 10c for each cover re- 
turned by airmail or registered 
mail. 

The necessary space should be 
allowed on first day covers if 
blocks of stamps are ordered.

Remarks 
or inquiries not related directly 
to an order for these new issues 
should be written on a separate 
sheet. 

Remittances for mint stamps or 
for first day covers are to be 
made payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada, and sent di- 
rectly to the Philatelic Section, 
Financial Branch, for mint stamps, 
or to the Postmaster, Ottawa, for 
first day covers. 

Residents of Canada are re- 
quested to make remittances by 
means of postal money order or 
certified check. If cash is sent, 
the letter should be registered, 
Postage stamps are not accepted 
as remittances. 

Foreign Exchange C-ontrol 
Board Regulations requires that 
payment by United States patrons 
be in United States funds. Bank 
drafts, money orders, traveller’s 
checks or certified checks in 
United States funds are accept- 
able. 

A premium, which varies ac- 
cording to the rate of exchange 
in effect on the day of receipt of 
the remittance, is paid on United 
States funds. If cash is sent, the 
letter should be registered. 

Patrons not residing in Canada 
or the United States are required 
to remit by International Postal 
Money Order and include in their 
remittance the cost of return 
postage. 

The new stamp will be printed 
from two plates, Nos. 1 and 2. 
Patrons are reminded that plate 
number corners will be supplied 
only when specifically requested 
and when a full pane of 50 
stamps are ordered for each plate

Airmail Cachet 
At Selma, Alabama 


Effective on or about Novem- 
ber 1, 1951, air mail service will 
be inaugurated at Selma, Ala., 
over route A. M. 24. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Selma and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers 
sent to the postmaster at Selma 
must be prepaid at the appro- 
priate air mail postage rate. 
Double postal cards and double 
post cards intended for return 
reply purposes are not acceptable 
as first-flight covers. All covers 
should be accompanied by a let- 
ter authorizing the holding of 
the covers for the first flight and 
requesting the application of the 
cachet. Space approximately 2% 
by 2% inches to the left on the 
address side of all covers is re- 
quifed for the cachet. 

No provision will be made for 
point-to-point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers 
receiving cachet will be given 
directional service only to an of- 
fice designated by the General 
Superintendent, Postal Transpor- 
tation Service, and served by the 
first flight in each direction, and 
will there be backstamped and 
dispatched onward to destination.

to 18.

All four of the airmails will 
have their first day on Friday, 
November 30. With values of 6c, 
10c, 15c and 25c all are expected 
to be placed on sale at the UN 
post office only.

fore Hitler’s legions marched on 
Poland in September 1939, offi- 
cially starting World War II.

When at Toronto on September we 

GEORGE W. LINN were told by Mr, Peter G. Keller Execu- 
tive Secretary of the American Stamp Dealers Association that it 
was very probable that one group of United Nations Stamps would 
perhaps be released for first day sale on the floor of the 71st Regi- 
ment Armory in New York City during the days of the National 
Postage Stamp Show to be held by the American Stamp Dealers 
Association on November 16, 17 and 18, 

Mr. Keller requested that this information be held in confidence 
until we were given the go ahead signal by him. He inferred that 
the plan was not yet completed and that it might not come to pass, 
but if and when the plan was complete the information would be 
made public. We promised Pete that we would await his signal. 

Mr. Keller doubtless gave this same information to other pub- 
lishers and philatelic writers and we presume that they too were 
asked to hold the news until he formally released it. 

We now have a New York newspaper in which the columnist 
for the newspaper announces that probably the stamps will be on 
sale first day at the stamp show. This writer being in New York 
City is doubtless in touch with matters and may have got his infor- 
mation through some other source but the fact that he says the 
stamps may probably be issued thus leads one to suspicion his source 
and we do not approve of such action. 

On the other hand, one of our contemporary publications who 
had a representative. at Toronto states that Mr. Keller made the 
announcement that these stamps were to be placed on first day sale 
at the show in New York. This is published under date of October 
9th in that publication. Had we taken the liberty to disregard Mr. 
Keller’s request that this information was not for publication at 
that time we would have had the announcement in our issue of 
October 8th, but we kept the information as confidential news matter 
for release at a date that Mr. Keller would indicate. 

Someone is to blame and we can not believe that it is Mr. 
Keller. We can not approve of such ethics in the publication field 
and if such a situation is to continue we can believe that there is 
only one way to handle it and that is the way that leads to ruin 
for any newspaperman who does business in that manner. The 
source of information should be denied them in the future. 

As we understand it, there is as yet no definite arrangement for 
the sale of these stamps at the show. Efforts are being made to 
arrange such a plan and if the plan is successful then the announce- 
ment will be made, 


Too Much Loose Money 


You and I may not have any more than we need but there are a 
lot of the big money men who are finding it more and more difficult 
to invest their surplus in a profitable manner. To a man with a 
good many thousands of idle dollars on his hands, even a sound 
three per cent investment looks good these days. We hear that the 
common man is selling his Savings Bonds faster than the Govern- 
ment can sell them to other buyers. But the man who has a large 
surplus of cash may again be tempted to put some of it in sheets 
of stamps as has happened in the past. There are many who did it 
before and they perhaps will not try it again as many such big 
investments turned out with a loss of five to ten per cent and men 
with money are not looking for such losses. 

_ A tip to the dealers who sold these kind of people those deals 
might really help the stamp business whereas sales of large lots of 
current sheets at face value or thereabouts never helps anyone and 
is a real detriment to the stamp business. We are having too many 
of these new stamps printed. They will not sell over face value for 
years to come and those holding stacks of sheets will live to regret 
their purchases, 

However there is an investment angle that can be sold monied 
men if the dealers who are in contact with these men will take the 
time and trouble to point it out and that is the purchase of fine 
copies of any of our early United States stamps Sell them orf 5c 
and 10c 1847’s and other such choice items. Prices on these are 
lower right now than they have been for some time and an invest- 
ment in them will more than likely bring better returns than in 
current mint sheets. 

You little fellows with but a few dollars to invest might also 
try this angle. You can become the proud owner of some choice 
stamps for your collection and you will not have an urge to sell 
them every time you look at them. Try adding some real classy 
stamps to your collection both because you can appreciate them and 
because you have a few dollars to invest. Investment of this nature 
will bring you better returns than in sheets of current stamps.

Taking first things first a flat 
press and a rotary press both ex- 
ist for printing, but they are 
two different machines, produc- 
ing their product by different 


printed. 

The sheets of course are sent 
to the cutting machine where 
the four panes are removed, 
wrapped and later sent out to 
postmasters for sale. 

(And the smarty pantses can 
save their time and typewriters, 
for I know there are some ex- 
ceptions. The purpose here is to 
explain the fundamentals). 

To avoid confusion let’s just 
|discuss plates for the printing of 
ithe Presidential size stamps 
which make 400 per impresion. 
All that follows holds true for 
the commem size except that just 
half as many are printed per each 
impression of the plate on the 
paper. 

Printing on the rotary press 
can be likened to rolling dough 
with a rolling pin. If you have 
some kind of design on the sur- 
face of the rolling pin: this will 
be transferred to the dough as 
you pass over it. 

Now suppose it were possible 
to hold the rolling pin in a steady 
fixed position and pull the dough 
beneath it, the dough would still 
get an impression of the design 
on the rolling pin, 

In principle that is just how 
the rotary press operates. The 
| printing plate is curved to fit a 
;cylinder on the press, ink is ap- 
jplied continuously and automa- 
tically, while the paper passes in 
a continuous sheet beneath the 
turning printing plate. 

In operation there are two 
plates of 40Qsubjects clamped to 
the printing press cylinder. Each 
is bent in a semi-circle that cov- 
ers half the cylinder to which it 
is attached. Therefore with each 
turn of the cylinder 800 stamps 
are printed. 

(Presidential size stamps for 
use in booklets or coil form vary 
‘from that figure. Booklet stamps 
jhave 360 subjects per sheet, or 
1720 stamps each revolution of the 
cylinder. Coils have 170 subjects 
to the plates, or 340 stamps per 
revolution of the cylinder). 

A rotary press stamp can be 
identified on the gum side- by 
several “ridges” known as “gum 
breakers”. Such identification 
isn’t important for stamps of the 
last 25 years years since most are 
rotary press products. 

Printing of stamps on the flat 
bed press is from plates. which 
are flat. 

Ink is added to the plate. Next 
an operator wipes off all ink on 
the flat surface but leaves that 
in the various depressions of the 
design. A sheet of paper is placed 
on the inked plate upon which 
both are passed beneath a roller. 

The roller pressure forces the 
paper into the inked depressions 











of the stamp design which causes 
the ink to stick to the paper and 
imprint the stamp. The printed 
sheet is then lifted from the 
printing plate and laid on a stack 
of other printed sheets, while the 
plate is inked again and sent 
through the same process, ° 

The stacking of the printed 
sheets while the ink is still not 
altogether dry provides a means 
to identify flat plate stamps. The 
sheet on the bottom offsets its 
design on the back of the sheet 
laid on top of it. This at times 
is just several specks of color, or 
it can be a fairly recognizable 
part of the design. 

Thus flat plate stamps have 
the color spots or a part repro- 
duction on the backs which

Plates for the printing of post- 
age stamps are made 
sheets which contain four of the 
size panes which are sold in post 
offices. For stamps the. size of

For the commemorative size, | 
there are 200 to the sheet, 
panes of 50 each.

The last surviving member of 
the Union Army and member of 
the GAR in Wiscsonsin died on 
September 28.

Let us now see what makes 
the Maximum Card so truly fas- 
cinating. We start with our stamp. 
Instead of just hinging this small 
piece of paper away in our al- 
bum (probably to be forgotten) 
we must sit down and careful- 
ly examine it. If a portrait is 
shown we must start working on 
the pertinent facts in the life of 
the person so honored. 

In most philatelic publications 
one can gather short biographi- 
cal notes on just about every new 
stamp issued. You can either go 
backwards hunting for data when | 
you decide to make your Maxi- 
mum, or else with forethought 
you might keep notes for refer- 
ence as you are reading.

Collecting Maximums Is 
Philately ‘The Modern Way! 


by C. M. 


A new star has risen on the philatelic horizon—new in this 
country. It is the collecting of Maximum Cards. 
form of collecting that is truly stimulating and definitely individ- 
ualistic. A Maximum Card is composed first of a stamp. Secondly

post cards of this country are 


rather limited—but with some 
digging you can come up with 
some true beauties. 


I know of a collector from Bel- 
gium who made a trip across the 
U.S. just to get post cards in or- 
der to create his own Maximum 
Cards. He found his trip to the 
National Parks a wonderful ex- 
perience and came away with 
some never-to-be-forgotten me- 
mentos, 

A view card of Grand Canyon, 
the commemorative of Grand 
Canyon placed on the view side, 
and the cancellation right there 
on the date of his visit. How per- 
sonal a remembrance to add to 
one’s collection. 

But we needn’t immediately 
embark on an excursion of the 
48 states. Besides post card deal- 
ers, letters written to Chambers 
of Commerce, etc. usually result 
in much helpful information. Be- 
sides a Chamber of Commerce is 
very pleased at being asked to 
fill in with some historical data 
you may require regarding the 
stamp you are going to use for 
your Maximum Card. 

After getting stamp and view 
card, we place the stamp on the 
picture side of the card—and pon- 
der the next step, that of obtain- 
ing a suitable cancellation. For 
example, if we have taken the 
stamp commemorating the Wis- 
consin Centenary (see above) 
and our view card shows the 
capitol at Madison—the obvious 
place would be to have our card 
cancelled at Madison, Wisconsin. 

For a person, the place where 
he was born would be very ap- 
propriate. Many collectors like to 
get first day cancellations on 
their Maximum Cards; many are 
satisfied with Just" local cancella-

tions, and others go still further 
with their fun in trying to get 
a cancellation for a certain date 
—such as the 9c Jefferson on a 
view card showing Jefferson with 
ruffles, and cancelled at Shad- 
well, Va. on April 13, the an 
niversary of his birth there, 

In each case you probably will 
make more than one Maximum 
Card. Your duplicates you can 
exchange with other collectors. 
Some Maximums are hard to 
realize by yourself—these you 
can buy from a dealer or from 
another collecfor. If you do not 
have the time to make your own, 
you can, of course, always build 
a collection by buying them, 

In collecting Maximum Cards 
one may limit one’s collection to 
just a single country, or group of 
countries. Very popular is the 
method of collecting Maximums 
topically. Maximum Cards can 
themselves be the whole collec- 
tion or they can be used as the 
“extras” in a stamp collection, or 
cover collection. They are adap- 
table and fit readily into any 
type of collection. 

One may ask if Maximum 
Cards are too modern. Thav is, 
are they accepted by the old 
stand-bys in philately. Let me 
say that Maximums have “stolen 
the show”. Maximum Cards were 
on exhibit by a European collec- 
tor at the New York CIPEX Ex- 
hibit. 

Since then they have walked 
off with prizes for their exhibi- 
tors at such outstanding stamp 
shows as the Garfield-Perry, 
Ohio; the Alameda, California; 
the Amherst, Mass; and the Topi- 
cal Exhibition at the Philatelic 
Museum in Philadelphia. So you 
can see that not only are Maxi- 
mum Cards definitely accepted 
and now firmly established, but 
they are prize winners as well. 

Maximum Card collecting is 
not a hobby reserved for those 
with unlimited financial means. 
There are a few “rarities,” but 
one need not have them to create 
an outstanding collection. The 
Washington & Lee commemora- 
tive (see above) which is still on 
sale at the post office, when 
placed on a delicately tinted, 
hand painted card of the Univer- 
sity and cancelled at Lexington, 
Va., proves a “top rate” Maxi- 
mum Card creation. 

There are a few U.S. rarities— 
that is Maximums on _ special 
cards with first day eancellations 
(due to the small quantity made) 
—but even these “rarities” do 
not cost much more than one 
dollar. 

A newly created society is de- 
voted just to this branch of phil- 
ately—the Maximum Card So- 


ciety of American (MACSA),. 
Their monthly Journal gives 
hints, helps, and much informa- 


tion to help in the pursuit of this 
new field, besides making inter- 
esting philatelic reading.

RALPH WALDO EMERSON 
Philosopher—Essayist 


Born in Boston, Mass. 1803— 
died in 1882, He was a graduate 
of Harvard, and briefly taught 
school there; studied for the min- 
istry and preached at the Unitar- 
ian Church in Boston until he 
resigned, because of doctrinal dif- 
ferences with the congregation. 
After visiting in England, 
where he met Carlyle and Words- 
worth, he returned to America 
and settled in Concord, Mass., 
henceforth devoting his entire 
time to writing and lecturing. 

His first book—Nature—out- 
lined the principles of his philo- 
sophical beliefs, which came to| 
be known as Transcendentalism. 
In 1841 he published his first 
volume of Essays, “followed by a 
second series three years later. 
He became editor of DIAL, the 
Magazine of the Transcendental 
School founded by Margaret Ful- 
ler. His first volume of Poems 
was published in 1846, after which

of Mr. Grinnell’s statement that he 
had obtained the stamps from my 
grandfather could be checked 
was by a consideration of the pos- 
sibility of the stamps having been 
in my grandfather’s possession. 
For some time my father, the 
late Mr. Edward S. Shattuck, and 
my aunt, the late Mrs, Hana Robi- 
son, as well as my grandmother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Shattuck—who is 
still living—were of the opinion 
that it would not have been pos- 
sible for my grandfather to have 
had the stamps at the time Mr. 
Grinnell claimed they were giv- 
en to him. They were of this 
opinion for the reason that many 
years ago a fire took place in a 
warehouse in this city, in which 
my father and aunt, and my 
grandmother as well, believed 
that all of the personal belong- 
ings and effects of the Shattuck 
family were destroyed. However, 
Mr. Grinnell was so sincere in his 
insistence that he had obtained 
the stamps from my grandfather 
that my father and aunt under-

took a very thorough examina- 
tion of all old trunks and boxes 
in the family home at 1251 South 
St. Andrews Place, Los Angeles, 
and much to their-surprise dis- 
covered several boxes containing 
such things as coffin plates of 
my great-grandparents, old books 
and coins, and miscellaneous 
other items which they had sup- 
posed had been destroyed years 
ago in the fire to which I have 
already referred. This discovery, 
of course, altered their viewpoint 
that it would have been impos- 
sible for my grandfather to have 
given Mr. Grinnell the stamps, 
for if the coffin plates and other 
things were in the house un- 
known to them, so also the stamps 
might have been, Mr. father and 
aunt passed away a very few 
years after the death of their fa- 
ther. However, among their pa- 
pers, which are now in my pos- 
session, I have found affidavits 
by them-in which they set forth 
the circumstances surrounding 
the discovering of the coffin 
plates, ete. and in which they 
express tHe belief that the stamps 
may have been obtained by Mr. 
Grinnell from my grandfather. 

You will note that I have not 
mentioned my grandmother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Shattuck, in connection 
with Mr. Grinnell’s claim that he 
obtained the stamps from my 
grandfather. I have not done this 
for the reason that my grand- 
mother is now 90 years of age 
and while her judgment is as 
keen as ever, her memory is poor 
and no reliance could be placed 
upon any statement of facts that 
she might make. 

If the authenticity of the 
stamps depends upon Mr. Grin- 
nell’s claim that he obtained 
them from my grandfather there 
is no possible way to prove that 
he did so obtain them, other 
than by a consideration of the 
possibility of my _ grandfather 
having had them. 

Mr. Grinnell has uncovered the 
fact, of which he has probably 
told you, that my great-grand- 
mother, Hannah Shattuck, who 
was Chas. B. Shattuck’s mother, 
had friends in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. When Hannah Shattuck 
passed away, Chas. B. Shattuck, 
as her only child, succeeded to 
her personal effects and belong- 
ings. Therefore, if she had re- 
ceived Hawaiian Missionary 
Stamps from friends in the Is- 
lands, those stamps would prob- 
ably have been among her pos- 
sessions and probably would have 
passed upon her death into the 
possession of Chas. B. Shattuck. 
She died in 1856, but Chas. B. 
Shattuck carried with him across 
the continent and up and down 
the Pacific coast various person- 
al belongings of his mother 


Stamp | throughout his life. This is wit- 


;nessed not only by the memory 


of my father and aunt to that 
effect, but also by their discov- 
ery of the coffin plates and other 
things to. which I have already 
adverted. Thus, it is entirely pos- 
sible that my grandfather did 
have some Hawaiian Missionary 
stamps. and that he may have 
given them to Mr. Grinnell. 

After the death of my father, 
Mr. Grinnell returned a number 
of the stamps to the Shattuck 
family. These stamps are now in 
my possession. If you or Mr. 
Frank C. Atherton should ever 
come to Los Angeles, I would be 
very glad to show you the stamps, 
and, as well, the other articles 
which had belonged to my great- 
grandmother and my grandfather, 
and which were found by my fa- 
ther and my aunt upon Mr. Grin- 
nell’s insistence that they search 
for the same.

We also have the book in which 
the stamps were found and have 
had Mr. Raymond Kershner of 
Philadelphia, one of the best 
known expert photographers, 
take pictures of the page on 
which the stamps were laid and 
on which there is clearly indica- 
tions of discolorations of the pa- 
per which consist of spots of the 
general size and form of postage 
stamps such as these Missionary 
stamps. In reporting on the three 
photos taken Mr. Kershner says: 

“The enclosed photgraphs prove 
that a foreign paper with a de- 
sign of some sort similar to the 
shape of stamps had been placed 
between the pages of this book 
and had remained there for a con- 
siderable period of time. No evi- 
dence could be found of the na- 
ture of the design on the paper 
iwhich had been placed at this 
point.” Also....“It will be noted 
that the ‘stamp’ markings do not 
fluoresce, indicating that they 
are not artifically created but are 
caused by a natural fading or age- 
ing of the paper.”
